YESTERDAY’s fire shows the ne- 
cessity of having horses cunnected 
with the fire service. One engine 
was gotten in place promptly be- 
cause it had not far to go. When 
the second and largest was called 
into requision, a dray had to be 
hunted up to haul it to a cistern. 
If the fire had been after dark, be- 
fore a dray could have béen com- 
manded the fire might have made 
such headway as to be beyond con- 
trol, and a quarter or half a mil- 
lion’s worth of property have gone 
up in smoke. 

The town is paying a fair price 
for the services of a steward. He 
is presumed to give hisentire tine 
to the service. It would add to 
his labor to care for two horses 
and train them; at the same time 
it would add to the protection 
from the ravages of the fiery ele- 
ment. Horses are comparatively 
inexpensive, and with the care nec- 
essary in a fire department, are 
long lived. When once: broken in 
they are good for at least ten years’ 
service. Once equipped, the only 
additional expense to the town 
would be the feed, for which all 
can well afford to be taxed. 

The town is extending over a 
territory which is two miles one 
way and a mile and a half the 
other. ‘Were the engines required 
at a remote part, in the night time, 
a building or block or more would 
be consumed before they could 
reach there. We have the best of 
engines and should make the most 
of them. We have suffered enough 
by losses to know their effect. It 
is only a question of short time till 
circumstances will force the town 
to make the fire department more 
efficient by the addition of horses, 
and the sooner that is done the 
better it will be for Reno.

THE PULSION TELEPHONE. 


A Mechanical Invention of Great Commer- 
cial Importance. 

A new mechinical telephone of extra- 
ordinary power has recently been excit- 
ing considerable attention in London 
and some other cities and towns in this 
country, writes a correspondent of 
Nature. It isof American origin, like 
so many other modern improvements of 
exceptional character, being the inven- 
tion of one Lemuel Mellet, I believe, of 
Boston. There have been many previous 
mechanical telephones, as your readers 
are aware, some of which have obtained 
much publicity for a short time, and 
then have been heard of but little more; 
but having had an opportunity of exper- 
imenting frequently with the new in- 
strument and observing its vocal pow- 
er, so to speak, under very various cir- 
cumstances, I can not doubt it has a 
great future before it. e 

It may be clearly stated at once that 
the pulsion instrument is absolutely in- 
dependent of all electrical aids or ap- 
pliances, and therefore needs neither 
battery power to bring it into play nor 
insulation of any of its parts to keep 
them effective. It consists solely of two 
cheap and simple instruments connected 
by an ordinary non-insulated wire of 
copper, or, better still, of a double steel 
wire, the two parts being slightly 
intertwisted, say with about a 
single turn: in- a couple. of 
feet. The wire (or wires) is simply 
looped to the instrument at either end, 
the connection being made in afew 
seconds. The instrument consists of a 
disk in combination with a series of 
small spiral springs inclosed in a case 
of some three or four inches in diam- 
eter. These springs, arranged in a man- 
ner that has been determined by ex- 
periment, and so as to produce harmo- 
nized vibrations, appear to possess the 
power of magnifying or accumulating 
upon the wire the vibrations which the 
voice sets up in the disk, and the wire 
seems to possess — undoubtedly does 
possess—the power of transmitting to 
great distances, and giving out upon a 
second pulsion instrument the sounds of 
the voice. 

The ability of this simple system of 
springs, disks and wires to conyey con- 
versational and other sounds to con- 
siderable distances with great clearness 
and distinctness, reproducing the very 
tones of the voice and the qualities of 
musical sounds with but little reduction 


to none more so than to the many men 
of science who have been recehtly. ex- 
perimenting with it. 

The writer of this notice can not, per- 
haps, do better than state his own expe- 
riences with this system. After exam- 
ining and experimenting over several 
short lengths of wire, some of them ex- 
ceeding a mile and a half, he last week 
went to the Finchley Road Station of 
the Midland railway, from a point near 
to which a line had been conveyed to 
near the Welsh Harp Station, a distance 
of three miles by the line of railway, 
and of more bythe track of the wire, 
which for the larger part was carried by 
the telegraph-posts, to which it was at- 
tached by very simpie means. Conver- 
sation through this length of line, of 
over three miles, was exceedingly easy; 
indeed, so powerfully was the voice 
transmitted that an ordinary hat suf- 
ficed for all the purposes of the second 
instrument, without going near to which 
conversation was carried on repeatedly 
by means of the hats of three gentlemen 
who were present; the tops of which 
were merely placed against the tele- 
phone wire. : 

I then went into the garden of the 
‘‘Welsh Harp,” where a short length of 
wire had been led between two points, 
the wire on its way from one point to 
the other being twice tightly twisted, 
at an interval of some yards, round 
small branches of trees of about one 
inch in diameter, being wound round 
and round the branch three times in 
each case. Strange to say, this tight 
twisting of the wires round the branches 
in no way interfered with the transmis- 
sion of the voice from end to end of the 
wire. 

A third and last experiment was made 
with a wire laid obliquely across the 
Welsh Harp lake, and allowed to sink 
to and rest upon the lake bottom. The 
length of the line was roughly estimated 
at about one-third of a mile, and from 
end toend (excepting a few yards at 
each end where the wire was led from 
the water’s edge to the telephone box) 
the wire was completely immersed, and 
without any other support than the bot- 
tom of the lake offered it.

TURNS HAIR BLACK. 


Even White Hair Altered by the Use of 
Jaborandi. 


Dr. Prentiss has related to the Lon- 
don Times a. remarkable occurrence fol- 
lowing the use of jaborandi. The pa- 
tient was a woman aged 72, who had 
snow-white hair for twenty years. For 
the symptoms of commencing uremi, 
due to contracted kidney, 20 or 30 
minims of extract of jaborandi was pre- 
scribed several times daily. 

The drug was taken from October, 
1886, to February, 1888. During the 
autumn of 1887 the eyebrows were be- 
coming darker, and the hair of the head 
became also darker in patches. This 
continued until the patches of hair were 
quite dark, contrasting with the natural 
patches of snow-white hair. The hair 
did not universally change before her 
death. 

In 1881 Dr. Prentiss had published 
another case of kidney disease—pyelo- 
ne-phritis — treated with pilo-carpine. 
The hair of the patient, a lady aged 
twenty-five, changed from light blonde 
to black under the influence of the drug. 
The pilo-carpine was administered 
hypodermically (one-sixth: of a grain) 
twenty-two timesin the course of two 
months; the dose was then increased. 
In one month after commencing the 
treatment the hair changed from a light 
blonde toa chestnut brown; four months 
later it was ‘‘almosta pure black.” It is 
satisfactory -to find that eight years 
afterward the hair is again a dark 
brown. 

Dr. Prentiss ascribes the phenomenon 
to the jaborandi and its active principle, 
pilo-carpine. Cases where, as the result 
of the influence of the nervous system, 
in pain or fright, the hair has changed 
color, are pathological curiosities. So 
little is known, however, of the physio- 
logical influence of the nervous system 
over the growth and nutrition of hair, 
that it is at present quite impossible to 
understand how a drug administered in- 
ternally can alter the color of the hair. 
It would be rmteresting to learn from 
other practitioners who have used jabo- 
randi or pilo-carpine for an extended 
period whetherany change in the color 


of hair has been noticed.

Henry Clay was the tallest of> the 


great Senators of his era, says Oliver 
Lyer in his *‘Great Senators,” his height 
being six feet and oneinch in his stock- 
ings. He was also the most brilliant, 
the most chivalric, and by far the most 
popular. Indeed, his popularity was 
phenomenal—incredible to those who 
were not personally cognizant of it; and 
he was justly entitled to every bit of it. 
He possessed, in remarkable fullness, 
all the qualities which win and retain 
popularity. He was kind-hearted, sym- 
pathetic, genial, tender, brave, honest, 
chivalric, and always true and loyal to 
his friends. His conscientiousness, 
hope, benevolence, firmness, self-esteem 
and love of approbation were all largely 
developed and active; so that he was ac- 
commodating if friendship, but unyield- 
ing in principle; firm but gentle, at 
once proud and affable; and both demo- 
cratic and aristocratic by nature and in 
manner. His good nature and his in- 
born American democratic-republican- 
ism gave a familiar and hail-fellow cast 
to his greetings and his intercourse; but 
his high-toned chivalric dignity of char- 
acter pervaded his genial familiarity, 
and kept his associates in mind that 
it was not the familiarity of a com- 
mon-place personage, but that of a 
high-bred gentleman who, from his own 
inherent graciousness and spirit of good- 
fellowship, chose to be thus affable. _ 
The combination of qualities rendered 
Clay’s address spontaneously irresistible, 
and the first fascinating impression was 
made enduring by the action of other 
qualities which are rightfully potential 
with mankind. He had a marvelous 
faculty for seeing every thing and re- 
membering every thing — names, faces, 
places, events, scenes and the topo- 
graphical features of a country through 
which he traveled. If he met a man 
and spoke with him, he never forgot 
him or the circumstances under which 
they met. After spending a few hours 
in any place through which he passed, 
he could recall its features and pecu- 
liarities at any subsequent time, how- 
ever remote, and remember the people 
he met there, and what their vocations 
were tothe minutest particular. This 
gave him surpassing influence and popu- 
larity, inasmuch as it is pleasant to any- 
body to be remembered for years by a 
distinguished personage. The rare 
qualities mentiomed in the preceding 
paragraph, which Henry Clay possessed 
in such affluent degree, enabled him 
naturally and without effort. to make 
the most of these great gifts of percep- 
tion and memory. Nor wasit a matter 
of mere selfish policy for him to do s80; 
it was the external outcome of the in- 
ternal man, the spontaneous effluence 
of the inner spirit. He loved every part 
of his country with patriotic fervor, and 
took an interest in every part of it, and 
in all its inhabitants, and sympathized 
with them and their pursuits. He was 
the great champion of American indus- 
try, and wherever hé saw a blacksmith's 
forge or a carpenter shop, or a mill, ora 
factory, Ora stone quarry, or a steam 
engine, or a printing press, or a mart of 
commerce, or a farming region, his 
heart thrilled with interest § and 
went out in patriotic affection for ti: 
people who were at work-in all those 
places. And that was one of the chief 
reasons why he remembered such things 
so well and was so fond of talking about 
them. His intense, vivid, personal 
and patriotic devotion to the industrial 
affairs of the country stamped his ob- 
servations of them indelibly upon his 
memory and kept hisinterestin them 
alive forever; while his broad and 
generous sympathy with working-men 
gave a magnetic geniality to the interest 
he felt in them which was inexpressibly 
attractive and winning to the wilers. 
' The leading characteristic of Henry 
Clay’s mind was penetration. His» per- 
ceptive and knowing faculties were so 
enormously developed that nothing 
could escape his alert observation. He 
could instantaneously see clear to the 
bottom of any subject that came under 
his consideration. No sophistry |could 
deceive him, no trick of rhetoric! could 
mislead him. No sentimental eloquence 
could impose upon him. In controversy 
he was logical, witty, humorous, forcible, 
sarcastic, eloquent. His style was ve- 
hement and impassioned. His voice 


was full, rich, clear, sweet, musical and 
s 


as inspiring as a trumpet; it was also so 
penetrating that in the ordinary tones 
of conversation it could be heard farther 
than the thick, vocal bray of some of his 
rivals. When he became excited in de- 
bate his manner was peculiarly knight- 
ly, gamey, audacious and sometimes ar- 
rogant. As he set forth proposition 
after proposition with increasing energy 
and fire, his tall form would seem to 
grow taller and taller with every new 
statement, until it reached a super- 
natural height; his eyes flashed, and his 
hair waved wildly about his head; his 
long arms swept through the air; every 
lineament of his countenance spoke and 
glowed, until the beholder might im- 
agine that he saw a great soul on fire, 
and expressing itself through an organ- 
ism which spontaneously responded to 
its every emotion. :
